The same evangelist in Chapter xi), 52, 
of'a sin against the Holy Ghost, “which shall not be forgiven, neither 
in this world, mor in the world to come.” The implication is that’ 
some sins can be forgiven in the icorld to come. But not in hell, from 
which there is no redemption; nor in Heayen, for “there shiill not 
enter into it anything defiled” (Apoc, xxi, 29). Sf. Paul (1 Cer, iit, 
15) speaks of one bemg saved “yet so as by fire’ Then the Bible 
insinuates a place for temporary punishment after death in the many 
passages which tell that God will reward or punish according to 
men's works, Let us suppose, Mr. Jackson, that there is no Purg: 
tory, and what will become of me and vou’? On the one land, the 
Bible declares that nothing defiled can enter Heaven, and on the 
other that an idle word (little faults) defiles the soul ; Matt. xii, 36) ; 
if there le no place of temporary punishment, the one guilty of little 
sins Would be consigned to hell. Who would then be saved? 

MR... Thats 80, Father. Now, you spoke of a common custom 
te pray. for the dead. Do you mean that we can assist those in Purga 
tory. a yraver ? 

ATHER Ss. Yes; by prayers, good works, indulgences and 
neck by the’ Charch’s divinely instituted sacrifice, called the 
Mass: We shall talk later about Indulgence and the Mass.

You see, death ended the tine 
of mercy for them; after death God exercises justice only; that is’ 
why t t must be paid.

In the second book of the Macabwes, xii, 46, 
we read of the dews having sacrifice offered for those of their brethren 
who had lost their lives in battle,—for “it is a holy and wholesome 
thought to pray. for the dead, that they may be loosed from sin. 
These words were 80 plain in favor of the Catholic custom, that the 
whole book contait theni was removed from the Protestan: Bible.

Cobalt, Ontario, August 4—A remarkable demonstration of the power and danger- 
eliminating qualities of the Hoynes safety explosive was given before an immense 
crowd on the Hatleybury road this morning. 
which the demonstration was timed for, the crowd started to congregate, but it’ was 
nearly 11 o’clock before the civic employes had the holes ready for Mr. Hoynes. 
The spectators included Mayor Lang and a large number of mining superintendents 
who were skeptical of the claims of so curious an explosive.- However, they were 
more than convinced and prospécts are that the powder will be at once adopted for 
all town work. 

There was 66 feet of drilling and nine holes, 28 sticks of safety explosives being 
used, The resultant destruction was ferrific, 3344 yards of rock being removed and 
(in addition the rock was split backwards for severai feet. 

Not a spoonful of rock went into the air, the splintered substance simply failing 
outward without in the least endangering anyone, the pieces covering only a few 
yards of ground at the foot of the face. 


A REVELATION TO ALL. 


The effect was a revelation to all, and discussing the demonstration later, Angus

| choked the street and piled up in a manner that had difficulty in passing. There is 
now. room for two to. pass easily. 

: The deepest hole sunk yesterday was three feet and five sticks were tend, many 
‘tons of rock being lifted across the street and piled up in @ manner that suggested 
‘that they had been carried there and deposited by human hands. 

| One of the lessons of the demonstration is that the use of. the new powder will 
eliminate in many cases the work of mucking.
